Proiessor Bonn Presents Lec- 
ture In Moyse Hall 

Will Speak on Nazi Econ- 
omics in Modern Germany 
Next Wednesday 



"Econon\>' of Nailsm" will be Ihe

Professer Bonn i.-; un a\ilhoi'i1y on 
European r r o n o m ; o c.<^pcci.illy 
those of Gcrm.m.v before, a.^ well 
as after the intrixiuciion of Nazism, 
with the accompanying emphasis on 
nationalism. His lecture on Wednes- 
day will contrast the old and new 
trends in German economics, the 
tendency to isolate the currency in- 
side the country from the rate of 
exchange employed in deals abroad. 

Speaking on this subject, the lec- 
turer will draw from a long ex- 
perience as an advisor on repara- 
tions to the German Government 
after the war and during his time 
as Rector st the Handels Hochsa- 
chule in Berlin. Professor Bonn has 
beeen also on the faculty of the 
Geneva school of International 
sttidies, where he did some research 
work in his special field. During 
the war the Professor, who is a 
naturalized British subject, spent 
some time ss visiting professor at 
the Universtties of Wisconsin, Cali- 
fornia, and Cornell. At all these 
colleges he achieved success. 

The London School of Economics 
saw him also for several years, 
which he spent as lecturer there. 
Professor Bonn's work includes 
many treatises on economics and 
political science, and studies of spe- 
cial conditions and problems in all 
parts of the world. A few of his 
publications are: The Stabilization 
of the Mark, The Crisis of Euro- 
pean Democracy, Myth and Reality 
in American Economic Life, The 
American Experiment and The 
Crumbling of Empire.

Toronto, Ont,, November 22. — 
(C.U.P.)— Hope that victory for the 
Allies In v/ar will lead to » mh 
lerrltorlnl settlement in CenUal 
Europe, and formation of a new 
Daniibinn Confederacy, was voiced 
by His Imperial Highness, Arch- 
duke Felix o( Austria in a Student 
Chrlsiinn Movement address at the 
University of Toronto tod.iy. 

"The v/ar v/ill surely v/on by 
the Allies. There Is no other possi- 
bility," he said, "and while there \% 
lillle possibility that the United 
Stales of Europe will materialize 
'for some time,' a Danubien con- 
fderation comprising Czechoslo- 
vakia, Austria and Hungary should 
be created following the victory." 
Signs of Lasting Peace. 

Younger brother of Archduke 
Otto von Hapsburg, present preten- 
der to the Austrian throne, and 
third son of the last Emperor 
Charles, first Archduke Felix saw 
signs of lasting peace in a settle- 
ment which would combine these 
states in an economic and politi 
cal federation. Such a union would 
differ from the former Austro-Hun- 
garian Empire in that it would be 
more "democratic" and "much less 
centralized," he said. 

To be a "real union" it must be 
engineered "by the people them- 
selves," and not imposed by a vic- 
tor, warned the Archduke. The 
ruler would also be chosen'by the 
people, he said, adding that Aus- 
tria and Hungary are both strongly 
monarchistic, and that "Hungarians 
are no longer against the Haps- 
burgs." 

Describing his proposal as "a bul- 
wark of civilization against Pan- 
Germanism and Commimism," he 
indicated that it would bring secur- 
ity to the Danubian basin. But "each 
country must preserve its rights and 
ideals, and no country must be al- 
lowed to dominate," he said. "The 
spirit of the Austrian people now 
is ■ spirit of defiance, to break the 
Nazi terror and again become an 
independent nation; if .\ustria Is not 
set free at the end of this war, there 
can be no lasting peace."

Liberalizing Engineering 

Dr. Edwin Burdell, director of Cooper 
IDnion in Npw Ynrk City. ir. his finnuftl re- 
port, published iasi week, talks of the "re- 
volution" that is taking place now in engin- 
■eering eduratior.. The rr-s-oiution referred 
i» -is a Trend toward the liberaliEing the 
«cuiricùlum of the engineering schools. This 
îtjsend is marked by a bill before- tht ststf 
iksialature at Albanj- requiring that every 
«npneer who presents himself for a licence 
io practice must have had at least two 
years of liberal arts before entering upon 
}iis training. 

Talking of ibis requirement, Dr. Bur- 
ffiéll says tha: ":hf cancer lies :r. assuming 
itiiat a preiiminar}' two-year immersion in 
;« .liberal arts atmosphere will necessarily 
iiBve eome permanent eifer: ol atti- 
vtudes and behaviour of the engineering stu- 
'ident iour years later when he graduates 
and begins to practise." On the other 
iand, he admitE that there is ample evid- 
ence that training has been narrowed too 
jnucb by an elaborate pro\'ision for the 
Jfiiat job and tnat attempt has been 

.jinade to stir tnose inieresii wmch lead the 
ji^âuating engineer to a continued study 
ii^-pljâence and society. 

tiUQiat is the value of a liberalizing of 
^iie engineering course when, after all, the 
.^en^eer is in effect a trained technician? 
■J[e .must have a specialized knowledgt of 
3il6 aubject and need have no more. What, 
literefore u tije point of this recent trend 
•jn >en|;ineering eoucation? 

The answer to those argumente lies 
'^rtially in a survey conducted by Dr. 
IMann of the Carnegie Foundation. He sub- 
emitted to over 500 practising engineers tut 
fflUMtion: ''What are the esfaential qualities 
of a auccessful engineer?" An analysis of 
the replies showed tnat 4] per cent eetirn- 
;iited .character, 17,5 per cent, judgment, 
^4.5 efficiency. 14 per cent, understanding 
■of human nature, and l'à per cent, techni- 
^\ knowledge. These figures show that 
.wrhiie no engineer can be a fiuocess without 
^ sound technical knowledge, he cannot be 
-j^wcoess with only a sound technical know- 

Other factors tiial were more import- 
^pt included character, judgment, effi- 
i^^SjjiCy, and understanding of human na- 
f^iure. The u.sual course in engineering, efc- 
.pecially as it if given at McGill with its 
^«piphasis on mathematics and physics in 
l^e first two year.', k best designed to dc- 
.yjtlop efficiency, cliaractei', and po»sii;iy 
,*vei: judgment. But judgment is to a large 
jytft <i0ocerned with many things other than 
^^ttonaticE and physics. Judgment ic- 
fi knowledge of matters other than 
"fic and that knowledge iï ueually not 
{j^l^fchçpjDÏng in the typical engineering 
There is one argument for a more 
"^^^fiffii engineering course, it would provide

Shrrwoaci 
Anderson and even the realist TTteodorc Dretsor 
haw passâmes of it in their nox-els, for it is an 
infection to which anyone is liable. It will 
make an indelible mark upon English fiction. 

It. each of I>.irt->thy Richardson's books she 
presents the .«anie heroine, Miriam Henderson. 
Miss Richardson is either writing plain auto- 
biography or else she has succeeded in identif>'- 
ins herself completely with Miriam. For per- 
haps Ae first time in a third person narrative, 
wc hare an sbsol-jte rendering of the char- 
acter'f point of v:ew. Her books have no social 
or philosophical theme nor is there any formal 
characterization. There is no dramatic issue 
and a minimum of plot Her works are often 
difficult' to follow and lack variety. 

Ko Dtsmatie Action. 
James Joyce's "Ulysses" represents the most 
complete reaction against the main tendencies 
Pi ihf well made novel It has had a wide- 
spread ir.flaence on mar.y later booJis and must 
be takes into serious consideration. It is a 
fictitious narrauve in prose, but has hardly 
more of a plan than "Tristram Shandy." It is 
a tremendously lengthy book but occupies the 
space of only one day in the lives of several 
Dublin people. Tbe most important of these 
are Stephen Dedalus, an Irish poet and school 
teacher, his companion liSopold Bloom who is 
a Jewish canvasser for advertisements, and 
Leopold's wife, Marion. None of the events are 
ever brought to a head ia dramatic action or 
issue. There ie practically no passion, even of 
love. 

In "A Portrait of the Artist as a Young 
Man" Joyce makes a clear statement of the 
esthetic intention which was to be more com- 
plexly realijsed in "Ulysses". He says that he 
will follow the dramsUc form "wherein the 
artist presents hit image in immediate relaUon 
to others". Thus he omits all the explanations 
with which it has been customary to guide and 
enlighten the reader. He wishes to get entirely 
rid of the persons;. ly o< th* author. This often 
makes very conl'oiirj; an<j complicated Jitera- 
turt. Browning had intd it in his poetry and 
each of his peculiarities can be found in Joyce. 
"A Poruait of the Artist" is much easier read- 
ing than "Ulysses" and there are only a few 
difficult passages, mostly towards the end. 

Another important writer who is a devotee 
of this style of writing is Virginia Wooif. Many 
of her books contain very little dialogue and 
one, 'The Waves", contains none at all. This 
book is entirely made up of soJiloquiet in which 
the several ch&joclcri (-xpiairj thernttlvts Oj 
themselves at viuious stage* of thwr career!; ~ 
as children playing together, then at school, at 
college or In society, In business or femily 
life. They drift apart but tv/ice thoy come to- 
gether. The same groupiji^ uf àr^i jt.Ui t. u, one 
locality is also employed in "To Die Jyight- 
house". Mrt. Ramaay it the central figure and 
is shown in relation to her husband, childrtn 
and guests. In the last part of the book, a/lci 
she is dead, her memory is atlll a dominating 
factor in the lives of the survivors.

The stream-o/-consciousness U-end is not 
restricted to fiction alone. U spread to the 
drama, although not as successfully. In Eugeno 
O'NeiU's "SUrange Interlude" tlie charncters are 
made to speak tiieir minds, not in the form 
of an aside, but with tiie Uioughls that spring 
directly from their consciousnes.

The Li'oeral Party was at first 
against participation in • European 
war, continued M. Laurendeau, but 
M. Lapointe, ^'federal Minister of 
justice, won their support by tell- 
ing them their loyalty was neces- 
sary for Canadian unity. The peo- 
ple then had to choose between the 
Conservatives and the Liberals, he 
stated, and they chose Lapointe and 
trie Liiberals. 

In conclusion, M. Laurendeau 
said that the patience and loyalty 
of French-Canadians have a place 
in a united Canada. 

Gordon Thornai, the first speak- 
er, said that there v/cre three main 
ways of determining public opin- 
ion, the press, elections, and per- 
sorial acquaintance, but none of 
these were reliable.

J,,l Gotllu'll. speaker (or 
the nrgnlivo, nrRiicd Ui.tI the people 
of Can.ida arc fighting for demo- 
cratic ideals, and llinl It freedom 
of speech is suppressed one ot the 
most imporlnnl arguments for 
democracy will be lo.st, n.imcly, the 
rifiht to criticize the government. 
Ho then quoted Stimloy Baldwin 
and others who all warn against 
lasing the principles for which we 
arc fighting. 

War Measure Act Necessary, 

Bob Spencer, defending Uie af- 
firmative, declared that a slow- 
working democracy cannot possibly 
function in war time, citing England 
and France as two examples of this 
fact. He stated also that as a united 
front was imperative in wituiing the 
war, there was no room for oppos- 
ing parties in Canada, and there- 
fore the War Measures Act was 
necessary, not to restrict civil lib- 
erties, but in order to pursue the 
war with efficient and tuited 
action. 

But Reg. Louthood speaking for 
the negative, argued that a email 
group of men with all the_power 
cannot decide about the war:pclicy 
of Canada, for they will do "so ac- 
cording to their own prejudices. 
This will in addition help tn lay a 
basis for dictatorship. Louthood also 
said that England's government is 
redrafting her War Measures Act 
more in keeping with democratic 
principles, and England is much 
nearer danger than is Canada. He 
ended his argiunent by declaring, 
"Let us not lose democracy and so 
lose the war," 

It has been announced by Lloyd 
Henderson, Prcsiden'. of the Arts 
Debating Society, that another de- 
bate will be held next Wednesday, 
November 20, in Room 12 ot the 
Arts Building at 3.00 p.m. The sub- 
ject ot the debate will be, "Resolved 
that the organization and mainten- 
ance of labour unions should be 
discouraged," the negative being 
upheld by Jack Lillche and John 
Parker while the affirmative will be 
upheld by L, A. Shapiro and G, 
Keith Cowan.
